THE ACTIVITY BETWEEN NOW AND SEPTEMBER WILL BE DIRECTED AT 
THE MARIHUANA ERADICATION CAMPAIGN AND MOP UP OPERATION OF

WE HAVE REPORTED SEVERAL TIMES THE SUCCESSES OF THIS 
ERADICATION CAMPAIGN. ITS EFFECT IS STILL BEING CALCULATED AND 
WILL BE SUMMARIZED IN A FINAL OPERATION TRIZE, PHASE I REPORT. 

HOWEVER, THE MOST IMMEDIATE INDICATORS FROM DEA SOURCES ARE THAT 
THE ERADICATION CAMPAIGN WAS THE MOST EFFECTIVE EVER CONDUCTED BY

RECENT SHOOTING AT HELICOPTERS WHICH HERETOFORE WAS UNUSUAL. 
HOWEVER, IN THE PAST WEEK, THERE HAVE BEEN FOUR INCIDENTS OF 
THIS TYPE. OBVIOUSLY, THE OPIUM GROWERS VIEW THE HELICOPTER 
AS THE SINGLE MOST IMPORTANT TOOL UTILIZED BY GOM TO CAUSE THE 
DESTRUCTION OF THEIR ILLICIT OPIUM FIELDS. THIS TYPE 
OF HOSTILE REACTION ON THE PART OF OPIUM GROWERS MAY

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THE MILITARY WILL BE ASKED TO SEARCH AND DESTROY THOSE 
ANTI-GOVERNMENT ELEMENTS. 
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THIS REPORT WILL CONCLUDE 23 WEEKS OF INTENSIFIED OPIUM 
ERADICATION ACTIVITIES ON THE PART OF ELEMENTS OF THE 
MEXICAN AG'S OFFICE, SUPPORTED BY MEXICAN ARMY 
SOLDIERS. THIS INTENSIFIED ERADICATION CAMPAIGN WAS 
SIGNIFICANT NOT ONLY IN THE TOTAL AMOUNT OF OPIUM 
FIELDS DESTROYED, WHICH IN ITSELF IS COMMENDABLE, BUT 
BECAUSE THE GOM DECIDED TO PURSUE A DIFFREENT COURSE 
OF ACTION IN FINDING A BETTER WAY TO CONDUCT THEIR

AND TO ACCEPT NEW IDEAS, CONCEPTS, AND OPEN ASSISTANCE
